Alberta May Develop 
Hydro Power 


Premier Greenfield, during his 
visit to Ottawa in connection with 
the natural resources question, ob- 
tained promise from the Dominion 
authonties that no decision would 
bo made regarding tho rights for 
development of the Spray Lakes 
power schemo in Alberta, until the 
Provincial Government yas had full 
opportunity to, investigate the fensi- 
bility of doveloping a Provincial 
hydro-electric proposition. Word to 
this effect was received last week by 
Acting Premier Hoadley. The Prov 
Incjal Governmont has already mad 
arrangemente for an investigation 
of the whole proposition by an east- 
ern expert. This expert has asked 
for certain information as to area 
likely tobe served by such a sche ne, 
probable pawer consumption, ete. 
This information has been gathored, 
Tho Provincial Government has ap- 
plication now on file at Ottawa for 
prior rights of development of the 
Spray Lakos site, and the report of 
tho export will form the basis of any 
further action the Government may 
take,

Radical changes in the accounting 
system of the provincial government. 
calculated to tighten contro! of the 
executive council over all expend- 
itures; to effect considerable econ- 
omy tn elimination of duplication of 
reconds and reduction of staffs, and 
to place the province on @& more 
eound financial footing generally, 
were put into effect by the govern- 
ment at the beginning of the new 
year. Theee changes are the main 
features of a new Policy which has 
beon under consideration ‘by the 
government since the completion of 
the special audit made in 1922, and 
the new system has been installed 
subsequent to the appointment last 
September of James C. Thompeon as 
provinetal auditor. =o7h 

Briefly, the: new system will ac- 
complish the followitg important 
resulte, which were not possible un- 
der the system which has been in 
effect in past years: 

All departmental purchases will be 
supervised. : 

All commitments ‘will ‘be audited 
and checked before the expenditures 
are incurred, and not after the bills 
have been received, as has been the 
case in the ipast. 

A central accounting system will 
be established whereby the actual 
financial standine of the province 
may be ascertained on short notice 
at any time. 

The accounts of the province will 
be placed on a revenue and expendit_ 
ure bards, = Ff ‘ 

No commitments will be authoriz- 
ed after an appropriation has once 
been exhausted. 

Under the new system revenue will 
be made to consist af cash actually 
collected on income account during 
the fiscal year, and reventle earned 
but not collected will be considered 
as a deferred asset until collected.

The University of

$500,000 from the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion for the upkeep of the medical 
school. Dr. Pearce, medical director

O railroad on the Continent of America ts much 


more than a century old, yet it seems, and is 
indeed, a far cry to the days of the old horse-drawn 
tailway vehicles and the open cars drawn by the 
first locomutives, which superseded them. Perhaps 
in no country in the world bas railroad engineering 
made euch pioetonsive strides as in Canada during 
the last half century.
